Although Mr. J. U. Van Culln has 
been known to be in rather wretched 
lieallli turn good while, the announce- 
luent ofhis death will be quite asur. 
prise aa well aa a shock to the com- 
munity. As it has been many times 
before with sick men who arcknowu 
lo bo steadily failing, yet always up 
and going, llio I'riemis of Mr. Van 
Cnliii had learned to jiut llio time 
I'urlhcr ott'at which he must go, and 
few if any were prepared to accept

In Spain France and lUlj. 

Toulon, Aug. 31.— Cholera ap- 
pears to be decreasing. But nine 
deaths occurred from tlie disease 
during tho tiftcen hours ending at 3 
o'clock tills morning. There seems 
to be little, if any, decrease in the 
panic among the people, however. 
Uuo thousand workmen have desert- 
ed their places at the arsenal and 
fled before the scourge. Both di- 
visions of the evolutionary squadron 
have been removed from Toulon and 
stationed in (ho gulf of San Juan to 
await the subsidence of the epidemic. 

itoMK, Aug. 31.— Cholera lias made 
its appearance in I'm zone, iiearAciiiii 
ill the provim e of .Alexandria. IClev- 
eii persons have been attacked and 
four have died. The coiitattioii was 
conveyed li\ a faiiiily from Mar- 
seilles. 

Maduii), Aug. 31— There were 
.3,833 new cases of cholera and 1,2.18 
deaths from tlie disease reported 
throughout Spain yesterday. 

Tlic statistics of cholera in Spain 
for I he past week show, roughly, that 
there was a daily average decrease 
of 300 now cases and 140 deaths. In 
Qrauada and: Saragossa this de- 
oirease was most notable, while In 
Madrid and Uarccloiia thera was no 
change. In ralencia, 'I'oledoand Zo- 
niora there was an iiinease in Iho 
miiiilier of cases and deallis. 

Since the oiiilucak of cholera ill 
Spain, -.ilJ.'I.OKi persons have been at- 
tacked by tlio diseaso, and 82,610 
have died. 

Ciiiiiui.TAii, Afd. 31.— One dcalh 
from cholera occurred lioro to-dav, 
making the leiitli fatal case williiii 
Cihiatar since the outbreak of the 
disease in Spain. Six new cases of 
ciiolura and two deaths occurred 
within the Spanish lines at tills point 
yesterday. 

ToDLo.v, Sept. 1.— Eighty persons 
died here from cholera tu-day. 1'lierc 
is no apparent iiicrcaso in the daily 
average of new cases. Tho tempera- 
ture has fallen and the weather has 
becoino much more favorable. 

Latek— Tboro have been live iini re 
deaths since the last report was sent. 
At the St. Maiidiier llo-pilal In-day 
nine patients i\ ere ailiiiiilcil. Iliiee 
died, two were discliai -^cd, and niiie- 
ty-niiio leiiiaiii under treatment. At 
other hospitals three patients were 
admitted, one died, and lliirly-live 
remain under treatment. The Gov- 
ernment has sent four surgeons from 
I'aristo assist in caring for tho suf- 
ferers. The exodus to-day exceeds 
iliat of any previous day. Many 
shops are closed. One death Is re- 
ported at Montaguae. 

Maiiiiiii, Sept. I.— There wore 2,fiGi) 
new cases of cholera and 1,1-0 deaths 
from the disease reported yesterday 
througlioiii Spain. 

GinitAi.TAii, Sept. 1.— Ainithor I'ase 
of cholera was lepiirlcd ln i-,. in-day. 
ill llie Spanish lines the disease is 
growing worse. In two days thir- 
teen cases and three deaths have been 
reported. 

ICoME, Sept. 1.— Cholera has broken 
out in the province of Genoa. Three 
cases arc reported at Voltrey and 
two at Borgo Laro. The OaieUe 
gives notice that precautiopaj-y msas- 
ures will be enforced. 

Mahsbillks, Sept 1.— Twenty-five 
deaths f^-om cholera were i-eportM in 
this city to-day. At tho Pharo hos- 
pital tl piaieiils were admitted, 2dicd, 
8 were discharged cured and 03 re- 
main under I reatiiieiit. 

'I'lirMiN. Sept. 2— The cholera is 
again spreading in this city. Tho 
markets are now deserted. Seven - 
leeii deaths from cholera- occurred 
here last iiiglit. Twenty one new 
cases of cholera and X3 deaths during 
tlio twenty-four hours eifdlngat mid- 
night to night, are .reportetl. There 
wore nine deaths from cholera hero 
to day. AttheSL Uaiidrier Hospi- 
tal ll>l persons arc uiidor treatment. 
The imblic nneasiness is nnabatcd. 

1'aims, Sept. 2. — During tlie forty- 
eight hours ended at midnight last 
night, H2 deaths from cholera occur- 
red at Marseilles, 78 aHI?oulon and 8 

at Salon. 

.Maiiiiii), Sept. 2.— The niiuiber of 
new cases of cholera and deaths from 
the disease tlirougliont Spain yester- 
day were 3,0C2 and 1,607 respectively. 

GiiiiiALTAB, Sept. 2.— Another case 
of cholera was reported hst9 to-tlay 
The patient was a soldier.

Masons and lo do homage to the

and to join ill tlie happy chorus of 
the blood-washed throng who forever 
and eversing poeaiisof praise toHiin 
who doetli all things well. 

Therefore wo bewail our loss and 
rejoice in his gain; we wear the 
badge of mourning and tiear in our 
hearts the grief and sorrow of those 
who are Itft weeping on the shore to 
which be can return no more. 

We tender our syropathi«s to the 
widow and child, to the parents, 
brothers and sisters of the deceased ; 
"commend his spirit to God and cher- 
ish his memory here." We spread 
(his memorial iiiioii the records of tho 
l,odge,aiid tliiongb the Secretary fur- 
nish a copy to the widow. We can do 
no more than call upon Thee O God, 
Supremo Worshipfni Master of our 
Order, to send blessings full aud free, 
upon the tiereaved companion of our 
departed brother. "So mote it be.

'When tho person to whom the 
handle is pointed has taken out the 
article placed in the cup (or alongside 
it, if it be too large) some other article 
must be placed in it or alongside it, 
and a brisk twirl Is then given it that 
lends it spinning around again four or 
five times iiefore it settles to a rent and 
the handle designates the new victor.
